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This is in response to the petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.182, requesting the withdrawal of a terminal disclaimer, 
filed on April 16, 2010. 

This petition is DISMISSED . 

On February 12, 2010, Petitioner submitted a terminal disclaimer 
to overcome a non-statutory double patenting rejection over co- 
pending Application number 10/574,200, in a final Office action 
mailed November 10, 2009.
